Ledbetter of Ardmore, OK., general so- 
licitor in Oklahoma for the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. to Col. J. D. Johnson of 
St. Louis, general counsel for the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 

Ledbetter, who was a delegate in the 
constitutional convention with Haskell, 
is now drawing a salary of $15,000 from 
the Waters-Pierce company and at the 
same time is Gov. Haskell’s attorney 
in gevera) private suits. . 

The letter was written July 25, 1908, 
two days before the'suit of Attorney- 
General West against the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Co., was heard in court. It 
is said to show’ that a conference be- 
tween Haskell, Ledbetter and the Prai- 
rie Oil and Gas Co. attorneys had been 
held in Guthrie during the two days 
preceding the writing of the latter and 
a plan of action decided upon to de- 
feat West. Col. Johnson's presence at 
the State House was reported at the 
time. 

Letter Obtained by Accident, 

The letter made public is a copy, and, 
having been accidentally dropped, was 
given by the finder to West. He read 
it in a speech at Marlow, Ok., in an 
arraigny ent of the Governor. The let- 
ter is s.aned “W. A. L.,’”’ which are 
Similar initials to those of W. A. Led- 
better. In reading it at Marlow, Mr. 
West said: 

“Here is a letter written by W. A. 
Ledbetter, the attorney for the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., to J.’ D. Johnson, the 
general attorney for the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co., written two days before this 
case was to be decided in the lower 
court, From it we may be able to see 
whom the Governor is seeking to pro- 
tect:

WAS ACCEPTED 


President Ordered That $100,- 
ooo Be-Returned, but This 
Was Not Done. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Early in the 
1904 campaign the Standard Oil Co., as 
well as other trusts, railroads, banks 
and large corporations received a re- 
quest to contribute to the Republican 
national campaign fund. This request 
was ignored by the oil company, Henry 
H. Rogers -<ing responsible for its re- 

fusal. 

Later when the second call for cam- 
paign funds wa‘: made, Mr. Cortelyou, 
chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, sent word to Mr. Rogers 
asking for an appointment at which 
the existing. conditions could be ex- 
plained so that the financial support of 
Standard Oil could be gained. 

The appointment was made by Mr. 
Rogers to be kept at 25 Broadway, the 
Standard Oil building, and Mr. Cor- 
telyou was informed that both Mr. 
Rogers and John D. Archbold would be 
pleased to see him. Mr. Cortelyou, find- 
ing that Mr. Rogers was not to meet 
him alone »Dut that Mr. Archbold was 
also to be present, considered it would 
be safer and more discreet not to go 
himself. The appointment was kept 
by Cornelius N. Bliss, treasurer of the 
National C..amittee. 

Promised Change in Roosevelt. 

At this interview Mr. Rogers accused 
Mr. Roosevelt of ingratitude and re- 
cailed many past favors from the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. to Republican candidates 
and campaign funds. Mr. Bliss ad- 
mitted that President Roosevelt might 
have acted harshly toward Standard Oil, 
but said that while.Mr. Roosevelt's first 
term was ‘constructive’ his second 
term would be ‘“‘conservative.’’ 

Relying on these assurances Mr. 
Rogers and Mr. Archbold made a con- 
tribution of $100,000. 


This contribution coming to the 
knowledge of Presiden: Roosevelt he 
wrote to Chairman Cortelyou a vio- 
lent letter Seennene the Standard 
Oil Co. and directing the return of 
the contribution. This letter is on Mr. 
Cortelyou's file, and a copy of it ts 
kept by President Rocsevelt for the 
Purpose of making it public if ever 
the facts of this feandard Oil contri- 
bution became public. . 

Contribution Not Returned. 


The contribution was not returned. 
Not one cent was paid back. The same 
was used, so far as Mr. Rogers and 
Mr. Archbold know, in like manner 
with other contributions. 

Later in the campaign when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt became scared about 
the result and about the time that he 
Summoned Edward H. Harriman to 
Washington and induced Harriman to 
raise $260,000 for the campaign fund 
a further request was made of the 
Standard Oil people. 

At the time of the $100,000 con- 
tribution Mr. Bliss expressed his dis- 
zatisfaction with its size and said that 
the amount should be several timeg as 
great. At the time of the third re- 
quest the definite sum of $250,000 ad- 
ditional was asked fur. 

Rogers Scents Double Dealing. 

In the meantime Mr. Rogers had 
learned of Mr. Roosevelt's letter to 
Mr. Cortelyou aad of the direction to 
return the: first $100.000. He declined 
to give any more money and recall sd 
the fact that the President's instruc- 
tions to return the tirst contribution 
had not becn complied with and that 
Mr. Roosevelt must have known all 
along that the $100,000 which he re- 
paerueen had not only been accepted, 

ut used. 

In view of this fact he declined to 
accede to the request for a further 
$250,000 or for any further sum and 
denounced Mr. Roosevelt for seem- 
ingly trying on the one hand to get 
contributions from the Standard Oil 
Co. and on the other hand to make 
political capital by denouncing the 
company. |

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Sept. 2.— 
Insurance Commissioner Vandiver, 
speaking to a big crowd in the Court- 
house last night, discussed the record 
of United States Senatof Stone, who is 
seeking re-election. Mr. Vandiver de- 
clared that on his record Senator Stone 
should be retired in favor of Gov. Folk, 
who was warmly commended by the 
speaker for his law enforcement policy, 
his moral reforms, and beneficial legis- 
lation enacted at his suggestion. 

Mr. Vandiver pointed out how Senator 
Btone had allowed his name to be used 
in floating various questionable enter- 
prises, and referred to the scandal of 
the Baking Powder Trust, for which 
Stone lobbied before the Missouri L-g- 
islature, and how, in this work, he had 
Shielded himself behind a_ fictitious 
Client known as the Missourt* Heaith 
Society. ‘ 

The speaker told how the name of 
Wiliam J. Stone had appeared.as “‘Past 
Grand Worthy Mentor and ex-Governor 
of Missouri’ at the head of a short- 
lived fraternal insurance company. that 
collected $10,000 from the people of ths 
Btlite and then collasped. a 

Taking up the political record of Sen- 
ator Stone, Mr. Vandiver declared that 
four years ago, after Folk had been 
nominated for Governor, Stone gave in- 
terviews to Republican papers criticis- 
ing the head of the ticket. At that time 
Stone cared nothing for party harmony, 
he said, as his seat in the Senate was 
not involved, but ‘that now, 
own seat is endangered, he is appealing 
for harmony. 

He dec!ared that Senator Stone had 
voted against all Missourt Democrats in 
C-:ngress, including Senator Cockrell, on 
the Swayne impeachment trials. 

He said that Stone's vote on the Phil- 
ippine tariff bill, in relation to the duties 
on sugar and tobacco, was in the inter- 
est of the sugar and tobacco trusts. All 
other Missourians in Congress _. voted 
against the bill, he said.

Louise Lonsdale Asserts Young 
Capitalist Threw Her Over 
After She Got Divorce. 





MADE HOME TOGETHER 


Plaintiff Says Rich Young 
West Virginian Acknow- 
ledged Her as His Wife. 





NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Blaine Elkins, 
son of United States Senator Stephen 
B. Elkins of West Virginia, has 
been sued in the United States Court at 
Philippi -by Miss Louise Lonsdale, an 
actress of New York, for $100,000 for 
alleged breach of promise. The papers 
in the case have been served on the de- 
fendant. 

Elkins is wealthy in his own right and 
the action has set society tongues wag- 
ging with unusual vigor, 

Miss Lonsdale’s suit has been smol- 
dering ever since young Elkins unex- 
pectedly married Miss Kenna, daughter 
of the late John EB. Kenna, who for 
years was a deadly political rival of the 
elder Bikins, and who is said to have 
died of a broken heart, due to reverses 
in politics. 

According to C. E. ‘Berry ef this city, 
who has acted as a lawyer and detective 
in the case, Miss Lonsdale came to him 
a few days after Blaine Elkins had 
married Miss Kenna and told her stery 
as set forth in her deposition. Mr. 
Berry says she also informed him that 
she had incurred considerable indebted- 
ness, believing that Elkins was going 
to marry her, and that a major portion 
of it was for a board bill at the Wal- 
dorf-Asteria. The amount Mr. Berry 
would not make known. 

He said, however, that he went at 
once to the Elkins home in West Vir- 
ginia and saw Blaine, and put the facts 
of the case before him, asking him, on 
behalf of the girl, to straighten up 
these accounts. Berry says that Blaine 
referred him to his brother Richard, 
who, the detective alleges, asked for 
time in which to look into the claims 
and that from this time until the suit 
Was about to be commenced, no word 
was received from the Elkins family 
relative to the matter. 


Plaintiff Known on Siage. 

Miss Lonsdale first came into notice 
when her young husband, Leonidas Se- 
offy, then private secretary to Repre- 
sentative Bartlett of New York, had a 
street scen® with Enoch Totten, a lead- 
ing lawyer of Washington; because it 
‘had been said that before her marriage 
the lawyer had been attentive,to Miss 
Lonsdale, 

Then came the divorce of the couple, 
and Miss Lonsdale next came before 
the public in the “Wild Rose” company. 
Following this she appeared in several 
of the Shubert productions, including 
the musical comedy, ‘In Newport.” In 
the former production she was one of 
the “Yuletide Girls” and this. title 
brought her considerable notice.

In his Nevada speech Mr. Vandiver forcibly 
called attention to the sharp contrast between the 
record of Gov.
